This move was decided upon last night 
at a caucus of the Republican members 
of the house.

W ashington, Jan. 6.—The civil serv­ 
ice debate began in the house W ednes­ 
day, based on the item in the legisla­ 
tive, executive and judicial appropria­ 
tion bill for the maintenance of the 
comm ission. 
It prom ises to continue 
at least until the end of this week, 
with a possibility that it may run long­ 
er. 
But it is generally 
admitted 
on 
both sides that the appropriation 
in 
the bill will stand, as the 
anti-civil 
service reformers do not seriously con­ 
template an attem pt to strike it out. 
The debate, therefore is only prelim i­ 
nary to any program w hich the enemies 
of the law may agree upon. The mem­ 
bers of the house are divided into three 
camps on this 
question—those 
who 
stand by the law, those wrho advocate 
its entire repeal, and those who desire 
its modification. These devisions were 
apparent in the debate, the nature of 
which was not as stirring as had been 
anticipated. 
Messrs. 
Moody 
(Rep., 
M ass.), Grow (Rep.. Pa.), and Greene 
(Pop., Neb.), defended the law; Messrs. 
Dockery (Dem., Mo.), Robb 
(Dem., 
Mo.), and Pearson (Rep., N. C.), op­ 
posed it outright, while 
Mr. 
Landis 
(Rep., Ind.), favored its modification. 
Representative Tayler of Ohio intro­ 
duced a bill to 
encourage 
commerce 
with Hawaii and Japan by authorizing 
payment for twenty years of not ex­ 
ceeding $160,000 a year, payable quar­ 
terly, for telegraphic 
communication 
from San Francisco to Honolulu and 
via the Midway islands to points to be 
selected on the Japanese coast. 
The 
money is to be paid on a contract to 
be entered into between 
the 
United 
States and a private enterprise for the 
operation of a cable. 
After the twenty 
years government m essages are to be 
forever sent free. 


The weavers meet soon, and there is 
every reason to believe they will vote 
to strike. 
All these prelim inaries will 
come to a head next Monday, when 
the several unions w ill meet and cast 
the formal vote necessary under na­ 
tional association rules of procedure in 
cases of a general strike. 
That there will be a strike, and a 
far-reaching one, 
extending possibly 
to every cotton m ill in the north, and 
affecting upward of 300,000 operatives, 
is the general belief. 
Secretary Ross 
has sent notifications to the members 
of the executive council of the Nation­ 
al Association of Mule Spinners that a 
special m eeting would be held in Bos­ 
ton Sunday to take steps in further­ 
ance of a strike here. 
Mr. Ross said 
a strike was certainly im m inent from 
the sentim ent of the operatives, and 
in view of the fact that the m ills here, 
after paying an extra dividend, now 
make a horizontal reduction of l l I *9 
per cent. 
The 
mule 
spinners’ 
m eeting 
was 
called to order by James Cook, presi­ 
dent of the union, and, judging by the 
crowd assembled, nearly every spinner 
and doffer in the city was present. The 
feeling that there was no necessity for 
the reduction here at this time was ex­ 
pressed, and the 
operatives 
declared 
that, in their opinion, 
the 
Southern 
m ills do not pretend to make goods of 
as fine a quality as New' Bedford, and 
so they did not see any excuse for the 
cut-down. They argued that the threat­ 
ened cut-downs in other New' England 
cities m ight perhaps be averted by 
a 
strong resistance here. 
The speakers 
were all opposed to waiting, as they 
felt that the manufacturers 
did 
not 
w’ant a strike at this time, and could be 
brought to terms more effectually nowr 
than later on. 
An informal vote on the question of 
resisting the cut-down was unanimous 
in the affirmative, and then a comm it­ 
tee was appointed to confer with the 
mill treasurers and report to the union 
on Monday evening.

ECLIPSE OF THE MOON JAN. 7 


Has No A stronom ical Significance, 
ami 
May Not Be Apparent. 
In the early evening i f January 7 
occurs the first of the series of six I 
eclipses—three of the moon and three , 
of the sun, ^hich will be visible in 
the year 1898. 
The almanacs give the times of be - 
ginning, middle and end cf the eclipse 
but to one who has computed the phe­ 
nomenon. it seems as if the almanacs 
had tried to make as much of the 
event as possible, contenting them­ 
selves with the statement that the 
eclipse will be partial, or concealing 
the meagerness of the partialne&s un­ 
der the technical expression ‘ the mag­ 
nitude of the eclipse will be 0.157 ” 
In plain English this meat s that at 
the middle of the eclipse about one- 
bixth of the moon’s diameter will be 
in the earth’s shadow, and less than 
one-tenth cf the 
surface 
will be 
dimmed; there will be no perceptible 
lessening of moonlight, and no one 
would be aware of the eclipse unless 
watching rather closely to see the 
vague, ill-denied shadow creep across 
the southern limb or edge of the 
moon. 
The moon will be well risen above 
the horizon in the northeast 
at 
the 
time of beginner g which will be at 
5:48 p. rn ; the maximum will be seen 
at 6:35, and the endiug at 7:23 
The 
eclipse has no astronomical signifi­ 
cance.

The matter of proprietary medi­ 
cines which come under the ban of 
row pure food and drugs law. will be 
considered fully at the meeting of the 
state board cf health at ita meeting in 
Madison on the 17th. 
The Pharma­ 
ceutical association has made a list of 
the medicines which it thinks ought 
co be investigated, and the 
state 
board cf health has forwarded the Hat 
to the state chemist who is now mak­ 
ing an analysis of the drugs. 
He pur­ 
chased samples in the market wher­ 
ever he could find them, so as to be 
sure to get the same article that is 
sold to the public. 
It is expected that the chemist will 
have his work completed by the time 
the board meets and it will then be 
able to report upon the medicines. 
The list submitted is a short one, Dr. 
Wingate says, and it is believed that 
not many of the articles will receive 
the mark < f disapproval. 
Dr. Wingate 
expresses the opinion that most of the 
medicines are just what they purport 
to be, and do not contain aLj delete­ 
rious matter. 
Many of the manufac­ 
turers have voluntarily sent their 
formulae to the board of inspection. 
The law, he says, is aimed only at the 
drugs -vhich c ntain narcotics and are 
likely to create habits which some of 
them pretend to cure 
The board has had a great number 
of letters from dealers and others on 
the subject, but it cannot give them 
much information until 
after the 
chemist h ss made his report 
All of 
the dealers profess their willingness 
to comply with the law. 
Dr. Win­ 
gate feels certain that very fjw pro­ 
prietary articles will be affected by 
the enforcement of the law.

The Sm allest House In Paris. 
A French paper has been 
making 
Inquiries as to the smallest house in 
Paris, and has published descriptions 
of two liliputian structures that are in 
some respects very remarkable.

house, which it announces to be the 
moat diminutive in Paris, is, in fact, 
the smallest, the slimmest, the most 
remarkable within the limits of any 
city in any civilized portion of the 
world.

Secretary Keinmett Notified That E x­ 
aminations for Carrier and Clerk 
Positions Will Hereafter Be Held 
Between March 15 and April 25— 
—The New Rules 


With the year 1898 a new order goes 
into effect in the postoffice depart­ 
ment governing the holding of civil 
service examinations for the positions 
of clerks and carriers. 
The United 
states civil service 
commission at 
Washington has notified Secretary A, 
T. Kern melt cf the local board of ex­ 
aminers that the usual dates for the 
regular semi-annual postoffice exami­ 
nations nave been changed so that all 
spring examinations for the postoffice 
service will be held during the time 
the department examinations are b e­ 
ing conducted, 
This means that all 
examinations for postoffice positions 
for the spring will be held between 
March 15 ana April 25. instead of in 
June and December, as heretofore, 
and ail applicants will be notified ac­ 
cordingly by the local board. 
The 
commission has further ordered in its 
circular of instructions to the secre­ 
tary that no application for these ex­ 
aminations will be accepted unless 
filed in proper form by March I, With 
the close of the day. March I, the 
local secretary advises the commission 
promptly and accurately of the num­ 
ber of applications on file for exami­ 
nations. aud as soon as possible, prob­ 
ably before February I, he is notified 
of the exact dates between March 15 
and April 25 for holding examina­ 
tions. 
C h an ge iii Rule* 
Contrary to the general practice of 
accepting no applications for examina­ 
tions until after tho receipt of special 
orders from the Washington office rel­ 
ative to the holding of such examina­ 
tions, the new order instructs the 
local board cf examiners to issue, at 
any time, instruotlon forms and appli­ 
cation blanks to all persons ^q u est­ 
ing them and to accept the completed 
appl cations whenever received, toe 
applicant being made to understand 
th at such application is for the next 
examination to be held. 
Whenever a 
date is set for the close of receipt of 
applications for a certain examina­ 
tion, no application for that examina­ 
tion will be accepted thereafter with­ 
out the special authority of the com­ 
mission. 
Among the rules to applicants given 
inthe printed form rf instructions are 
a f*w important ones governing the 
eligibility of those desiring to enter 
the 'service such 
ae: 
‘-Applicants 
must be United States citizens and if 
not aative born must produce their 
final naturalization papers. Applicants 
under twenty o d o years of ege .or over 
forty years of age cannot be examined 
for carrier, or for any other position 
if under eighteen years. 
No person 
habitually using intoxicating liquors 
to excess can be appointed. 
Appli­ 
cants who are physically unable to 
perform the duties of the service may 
b? unable to perform the duties of the 
service may be refused examination.

lays, mate the same year. 
These 
birds he feeds on minced horse and 
mule meat twice a day—one anim al 
costing from 5 to 0 francs, sufficing 
for a fortnight. The nestlings are fed 
by their m other on small fish provided 
for her! 
The dorsal plumes are gath­ 
ered twice a year, in May and Septem­ 
ber, but it is not until the bird is three 
years old that the plumes attain their 
full beauty. 
Each adult bird furnishes 
seven grams of these per year—that is, 
about 108 grams, or 1-70 of a pound, 
yielding a value of 35 francs per head.
